be  done  to  biing  ns  men.  We  were  led  to 
this  particnlar  line  of  tactics  by  two  consid¬ 
erations. 

While  in  the  first  place  it  was  nnivereally 
admitted  that  there  were  not  many  men  to 
be  obtained,  we  still  knew  there  were  some. 
By  this  latter  fact  we  were  enoonraged  to 
effort.  By  the  former  we  were  stimulated 
to  the  highest  effort  we  oonld  put  forth  ;  for 
we  knew  that  when  so  mMy  were  seeking 
the  same  ob  j  act,  we  must  leave  no  stone  un¬ 
tamed  if  we  would  accomplish  our  own  par 
pose. 

Besides,  this  face  to  face  work  is  jnst  that 
which  ia  most  likely  to  snoceed.  It  is  said 
to  be  one  of  the  perpetual  shortcomings  of 
men  and  women  that  they  forget  they  were 
ever  children.  It  certainly  seems  to  me  that 
ministers  are  marvellonsly  oblivions  to  tbe 
fact  that  they  were  ever  stadents  in  a  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary,  and  especially  of  the  way 
in  which  stadents  look  at  matters  from  their 
stMd-point.  Now  about  the  most  ineffect¬ 
ual  method  that  can  be  devised  for  really 
getting  hold  of  one  of  these  yonng  men,  is 
for  a  stranger  to  set  down  Md  write  him  a 
letter.  How  many  snob  we  have  all  had  put 
into  our  hMds  by  friends  and  professors 
And  how  very  slight  was  the  impression  they  I 
made  ?  They  were  carelessly  read,  quickly 
tossed  aside,  and  that  was  the  end  of  them. 
The  fact  is,  it  is  a  difficult  thing  to  make  My 
appeal  to  a  student  through  the  means  of  a 
letter  that  will  be  effective.  It  will  be  filled 
up  with  things  that  he  don’t  care  a  snap  for, 
and  in  all  probability  deficient  in  precisely 
those  things  he  most  WMte  to  know.  But 
go  and  see  him,  sit  down  with  him  in  his 
room  and  enter  into  conversation,  tell  him 
abont  the  field  yon  wish  him  to  occupy,  how 
it  lies,  what  its  facilities  and  drawbacks  are; 
about  the  people,  how  they  live,  who  they 
are,  where  they  come  from,  what  they  do, 
their  habits  and  onatoms,  and  oharaoter- 
istios :  abont  the  schools  of  the  place,  its 
chief  pnrsnite,  its  business  advantages  and 
prospects,  abont  the  errors  Md  special  evil 
tendencies  to  be  combatted,  Md,  whatever  else 
you  may  do  or  fail  to  do,  you  fix  his  interest 
at  once.  Yon  seonre  a  fair  hearing  of  the 
case.  Yon  stMd  some  respectable  chMoe 
vdth  those  who  live  right  under  the  eaves  of 
the  institntion,  Md  can  begin  to  press  their 
claims  just  as  soon  as  it  is  apparent  that  a 
young  mM  is  to  amount  to  Mything.  Yon 
pat  something  before  him  that  is  tengible. 
This  then  was  one  of  the  motives  for  onr 
course. 

Well,  in  accordance  with  our  instrnotions 
onr  agent  went  Eas.t.  He  saw  yonng  men 
of  his  acquaintance.  He  got  on  the  track 
of  others  whom  he  had  not  known  before. 
He  fonnd  out  by  personal  inspection  their 
several  merits,  Md  tastes,  and  inclinations ; 
studied  the  fitness  of  different  individnals 
for  this  or  that  locality,  laid  the  whole  case 
before  them,  presenting  motives  and  meet¬ 
ing  objections  as  they  arose.  The  result  is, 
that  in  oonsequenoe  of  our  determination  to 
have  men — of  these  special  moMS  instituted 
to  accomplish  the  object,  and  last  but  not 
least,  the  hearty  and  efficient  mMuer  in 
which  the  Secretary  has  cooperated  with  ns 
in  all  onr  endeavors — the  resnlt  is,  that  now, 
in  less  than  a  year,  we  have  an  accession  to  our 
strength  of  four  first-class  young  men,  who  are 
working  already,  with  the  best  results,  at 
four  most  important  and  promising  points. 
Cbnrches  have  been  organized  or  reorgM- 
ized  at  three  of  these  places.  At  the  other 
a  fine  edifice  has  been  erected  and  awaits 
only  a  few  more  strokes  of  hammer  and 
brush  before  it  shall  be  dedicated — a  com¬ 
plete  structure — unto  the  Lord. 

Now  these  things  inspire  ns  with  hope. 
They  put  a  radically  new  phase  upon  affairs. 
Already  we  feel  the  invigoration  of  this  new 
blood  that  is  oonrsing  in  onr  veins.  Under 
the  stimnlMt  of  it  we  are  acquiring— in¬ 
deed  have  already  acquired— a  momentum 
to  which  we  have  not  hitherto  been  accus¬ 
tomed.  Is  it  strange,  therefore,  that  we  are 
somewhat  enthusiastic  in  onr  confidence  in 
a  method  which  has  been  so  fruitful  in  good 
results,  and  that  it  is  urged  with  warmth 
upon  the  attention  of  others?  I  write  in 
hopes  that  some  good  may  be  done  in  the 
way  of  incitement  to  new  earnestness,  to 
the  Presbyteries  and  Synods  which  shall 
meet  in  this  Western  region  in  this  present 
Antnmn.  I  WMt  them  all  to  feel  that  this 
thing  of  getting  men  is  the  vital  concern,  and 
that  onr  hopes  of  expansion  Md  nsefulness 
as  a  denomination  will  be  determined  by 
onr  snocess  in  securing  faithful  and  efficient 
men  for  onr  various  fields.  If  even  a  single 
seal  anywhere  shall  be  led  by  these  words 
to  see  more  clearly  and  to  feel  more  deeply 
how  much  we  all  need  to  pray  that  the  Lord 
of  the  Harvest  wonld  send  forth  laborers 
into  tbe  harvest,  I  shall  be  rewarded  for 
writing  them.

It  is  a  joy  to  deliver  them  ;  Md  I  wonld  aa 
soon  that  a  man  should  come  and  offer  to 
eat  my  dish  of  strawberries  for  me  as  to  of¬ 
fer  to  preach  for  me.  The  highest  joy  of 
all  is  to  hear  the  (cho  of  a  sermon  in  the 
prayer  of  the  penitent  whom  the  fervent  dis¬ 
course  has  led  to  Jesns.  We  wish  that  peo¬ 
ple  would  oftener  tell  their  spiritual  teacher 
what  sermons  do  them  the  most  good.  He 
wonld  know  better  where  to  aim ;  and 
wonld  prepare  his  messages  nnder  the  in¬ 
spiration  of  past  snocesses.  To  tell  a  minis¬ 
ter  that  he  has  preached  a  great  sermon,  stirs 
np  his  pride  ;  to  tell  him  that  he  has  preach¬ 
ed  a  good  sermon  that  fed  the  soul,  makes 
him  humble,  Md  fits  him  to  write  Mother 
just  like  it 

During  the  past  Summer  I  have  enjoyed 
exceedingly  the  evenieg  sail  in  the  steamer 
from  New  York  to  Glen  Cove.  Occasional¬ 
ly  I  have  tried,  to  my  sorrow,  that  wretch¬ 
ed  borlesque  of  locomotion,  the  “Longls- 
iMd  Railroad.”  But  having  narrowly  es¬ 
caped  being  in  the  massacre  of  last  Monday 
morning,  I  have  determined  that  I  have  no 
right  to  ask  the  protection  of  Providence  if, 
daring  the  day,  I  deliberately  put  myself  in 
one  of  the  filthy  slaughter- pens  of  that  de¬ 
testable  railway. 

While  the  rail-car  fills  the  eye  with  dust, 
the  boat- sail  fills  the  eye  with  delight. 
Standing  on  the  upper  deck  of  the  Arrow- 
smith  last  evening,  I  observed  m  old  gentle¬ 
man  near  me  whose  check  pMtaloons  Md 
vest  recalled  the  last  suit  of  Sir  Walter  Scott 
that  I  had  seen  hMging  in  his  sanotnm  at 
Abbotteford.  Looking  more  closely  at  the 
bnsby  white  beard  I  said  to  myself,  “  That 
mustbo  JBrj/an^.”  Sure  enough  it  was  the 
patriarch  of  AmerioM  poetry,  now  in  his 
seventy-first  year.  .  He  was  on  his  way  up  to 
bis  rnral  home  at  Roslyn,  near  Glen  Cove. 
While  engaged  in  a  pleasMt  chat  with  him, 
he  said  to  me,  “  I  am  taking  the  painter, 
Mr.  Weir,  ont  to  spend  the  night  with 
me.  That  gentleman  sitting  on  the  front 
of  the  deck,  with  a  black  felt  hat,  is  he.” 
The  old  painter,  who  was  as  democratic  in 
his  dress  as  the  poet,  sat  looking  across 
the  placid  snnset  waters  towards  New  Ro¬ 
chelle,  his  own  native  village.  He  has  a 
stoat  English  build,  Md  looks  as  old  as  six¬ 
ty.  BryMt  presently  joined  him,  Md  it  was 
something  to  see  tbe  first  Of  AmerioM  poets 
stMding  beside  the  first  of  AmericM  his- 
torioal  painters,  and  both  of  them  enjoying 
a  sunset  view  of  the  scenes  of  their  earlier 
years.  BryMt  told  me  that  he  is  the  oldest 
jonmalist  of  New  York — having  been  at  his 
“  Post  ”  for  forty  consecutive  years.  Wheii 
he  entered  the  office  of  that  paper,  Oolman 
was  its  chief  editor.  The  leading  editors  of 
that  day  were  OoL  Stone,  Robert  Walsh, 
Major  Noab,  Md  President  King. 

Bryant  has  had  a  remarkable  career. 
Bom  in  Hampshire  oonnty.  Mass.,  he  wrote 
for  the  Press  at  ten  years  of  age,  published 
a  little  volume  at  fourteen,  and  produced 
his  most  stately  and  popular  poem,  the 
the  “  Thanatopsis,”  when  he  was  only  nine¬ 
teen  !  This  work  of  his  boyhood  is  yet 
placed,  by  common  consent,  at  the  head  of 
tbe  briefer  poems  in  American  literature. 
He  does  not  verify  the  vulgar  adage,  “  soon 
ripe,  soon  rotten.”  But  he  does  verify  the 
principle  that  when  a  mM  prodnoes  a  mas¬ 
terly  and  finished  work  in  his  early  youth, 
he  seldom  snrpasses  it  in  his  matnrer  years. 
Nearly  all  our  most  successful  poets,  Long¬ 
fellow,  Bryant,  Willis,  Whittier,  and  Hal- 
leck,  have  done  their  best  things  before 
reaching  thirty  years  of  age.  Poetry  would 
seem  to  be  outgrowth  of  yonng  blood ;  while 
oratory,  statesmanship,  Md  philosophy 
reach  their  climax  at  a  much  later  period  in 
Ufe. 

Yon  observe  that  the  Mimated  disonssion 
on  the  “  Maine  Liquor  Law  ”  between  Drs. 
Bacon  and  Marsh  and  Mr.  Greeley  still  con¬ 
tinues  in  the  columns  of  the  Independent. 
Of  two  things  I  have  been  well  persuaded 
for  some  time.  First,  we  should  aim  at  no 
more  stringent  legislation  against  the  dram¬ 
shop  until  tbe  pnbUo  conscience  has  had  a 
new  education  in  the  great  Jlnieiple  of  total 
abstinence.  Without  a  temperance  con¬ 
science  in  the  community  no  local  laws  re¬ 
straining  the  grog  traffic  will  be  enforced, 
Md  no  officers  chosen  in  favor  of  putting 
them  in  force.  Secondly,  the  friends  of  or¬ 
der  Md  moraUty  in  every  town  should  en¬ 
force  onr  present  laws  ;  in  New  York  State 
they  are  stringent,  if  well  appUed.  In  proof 
of  this  I  wonld  point  to  such  a  town  as  Ho¬ 
mer,  in  which  grog-shops  are  shut  np  rmder 
our  present  statutes.  The  twelve  hnndred 
obnroh-members  in  that  beantifnl  town  do 
not  oonntenMoe  snob  breathing- holes  of  the 
pit  In  some  other  townships  the  legal  sup¬ 
pression  is  as  thorough.  Let  ns  enforce 
onr  present  laws  ;  Md  then  advMce  to  still 
better  ones.  Dr.  Bacon’s  assertion  in  one  of 
his  letters  that  the  testimony  of  science  is 
not  against  the  use  of  fdooholio  drinks  as 
deleterious,  is  at  once  Mtiqnated  Md  ab¬ 
surd.  His  education  in  ootemporary  soienoe 
has  been,  I  fear,  sorely  neglected.  My  next 
epistle  will  be  (D.  Y.)  from  a  new  home  on- 
der  the  oatalpas.

A  Contrast. — The  public  mind  of  both 
rulers  and  people  in  these  old  countries 
is  wonderfully  pacific.  Hie  English  and 
French  fleets  have  been  fraternizing  at 
Cherbourg,  the  commanders  and  other 
officers  complimenting  one  another  and 
vowing  perpetual  friendship.  Austria 
and  Prussia,  having  ended  their  feuds 
about  the  Duchies,  are  united  in  love  to 
common  Fatherland,  and  the  former  of 
these  Powers  has  ceased  to  be  inveterate- 
ly  hostile  to  the  unification  of  Italy. 
The  Pope,  yielding  to  necessity,  is  get¬ 
ting  up  a  force  to  protect  him  against 
his  subjects  when  the  French  troops  de¬ 
part,  and  all  Italy  is  now  in  peace,  with 
the  exception  of  the  brigands,  joined  by 
the  relics  of  the  far-famed  “Irish  Brigade.” 
So  that  beautiful  and  classic  country,  late¬ 
ly  so  overrun  with  the  Pope’s  henchmen, 
and  monks,  and  nuns,  in  which  to  have  a 
Bible  was  a  crime,  and  for  a  few  to  meet 
for  prayer  was  treason — is  now  open,  in 
the  length  and  breadth  of  it,  to  the 
preachers  of  the  Gospel,  and  churches 
are  riamig  in  Naples,  and  Florence,  and 
other  cities  ;  and  the  Irish  General  As 
sembly  is  sending  a  Missionary  to  the 
Jews  of  that  lovely  land. 

But  never  was  there,  in  Great  Britain, 
less  regard  for  human  life,  or  more  reck¬ 
lessness  in  shedding  human  blood  than 
just  now.  Suicides  are  of  daily  occur¬ 
rence,  and  murders  are  the  staple  news 
of  the  daily  papers.  One  might  be 
tempted  to  think  that  Alecto — ^who,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Boman  Epic  Poet,  was 
let  loose  from  the  Infernal  Regions,  to 
infect  the  aboriginal  tribes  of  Italy  with 
her  maddening  views,  to  make  them  pre¬ 
vent  the  settlement  in  their  country  of 
the  Trojans,  whose  descendants  were  to 
make  that  country  the  sovereign  of  the 


central,  as  well  as  Northern  counties— in 
Armagh,  which  contains  Eomish  dis¬ 
tricts,  it  is  rife.  But  the  following,  from 
the  Cork  Constitution,  gives  a  fuller  and 
more  graphic  account  than  any  'v\  ords  of 
mine  could  give ; 

That  the  Fenian  Brotherhood  ju-e 
daUy  numerically  increasing 
calitv  is  unquestionable  ;  that  they  are 
m-owing  more  and  more  careless  as  to 
whether  their  movements  are 
or  not,  is  also  quite  apparent.  Little  at¬ 
tempt  is  made  at  concealment  oj  secreg% 
They  no  longer  seek  the  coyer  of  the 
night  to  practice  their*  evolutions,  or  to 
hold  their*  meetings.  In  open  day  they 
assemble,  not  on  unfrequented  inouu- 
tains,  or  lonely,  out-of-the-way  places, 
but  close  to  the  city,  and  even  mai’ch 
alon"  the  public  roads  in  military  fash¬ 
ion  Tn  closely  packed  and  well  ordered 
ranks.  They  discuss  their  plans,  and 
avow  their  intentions  almost  without  re- 
sen-e.  At  least  such  a  state  of  things 
exists  in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  to 
a  greater  extent  than  is  generally  known. 
During  the  present  Summer  the  members 
of  the  organization  in  each  locality  have 
been  in  the  habit  of  assembling  at  dusk 
every  evening  in  some  convenient  place, 
previously  arranged  by  the  leaders. 
Here  they  go  through  a  coiu'se  of  in¬ 
struction  as  regularly  and  attentively  as 
the  soldier  of  the  line — are  formed  into 
squads,  and  taught  setting-up  drill ;  and 
when  they  can  hold  theii*  heads  erect  and 
keep  their  shoulders  square,  in  a  soldier¬ 
like  fashion,  are  marched  in  slow  and 
quick  time,  are  then  shaped  into  a  com¬ 
pany,  told  off  into  subdivisions,  sections, 
fours,  &c.,  in  which  formation  tliey  per¬ 
form  all  the  evolutions  requisite  to  make 
the  company  eligible  for  its  place  in  a 
battalion.  At  certain  periods  the  squads 
are  marched  in  from  the  various  parts 
where  they  have  been  instructed  in  the 
elementary  drill,  are  formed  into  com¬ 
panies,  equalized,  and  work  together  as 
a  battahon  does  on  parade — deploying 
into  line,  forming  close  and  quarter-dis¬ 
tance  columns,  squares,  &c,,  from  the 
halt  and  on  the  hue  of  march,  in  which 
movements  great  particularity  is  observ¬ 
ed  with  respect  to  the  dressing  and  time 
kept  by  the  men  as  they  go  through 
these  manoeuvers.  While  the  main  body 
is  engaged  at  drill,  sentries  are  thrown 
out  along  the  roads  and  on  the  ditches 
for  some  distance  round  so  as  to  form  a 
complete  cordon,  and  on  the  approach 
of  any  one  unconnected  with  them  the 
signal  is  passed ;  in  an  instant  ranks, 
regular  and  orderly  as  military  training 
can  make  them,  collapse  and  fall  into 
disorder,  a  foot-ball  is  thrown  up,  or  they 
present  the  appearance  of  being*  what 
the  outposts  will  tell  the  inquirer  they 
are,  a  party  of  men  engaged  at  a  goaling 
match.  At  the  drills  the  management 
of  the  rifle  and  bayonet  is  taught  by 
sticks  extemporized  for  arms.  It  is  not 
to  be  siipposed  from  this  fact  that  the 
Brotherhood  are  destitute  of  fii*e-arms, 
for  they  boast  of  the  possession  of  large 
stores  of  rifles  and  ammunition  ready  for 
use  when  the  projicr  time  arrives. 

The  alarm  regarding  cholera  has  call¬ 
ed  forth  stringent  instructions  to  the 
dispensary  doctors  ;  and  that  regarding, 
the  cattle  plague  has  sent  forth  a  de¬ 
mand  from  all  the  seaports  for  a  prohi¬ 
bition  of  cattle  importation.  The  har¬ 
vest  is  pretty  well  over,  except  in  late 
districts,  and  there  has  been  an  average 
crop.  The  potato  blight  is  not  spread¬ 
ing.  But  in  all  respects  our  circum-

WOMAN  V8.  FEMALE. 

Messrs.  Editors :  A  correspondent  in  your 
last  number  speaks  of  the  opposition  to  the 
expression  "Female  College"  as  arising  from 
the  "  prudish  antipathy  of  a  few." 

It  is  singular  that  any  one  can  so  miscom 
prehead  the  character  of  an  objection.  The 
etymology  or  the  comparative  elegance  of 
the  words  “  female  ”  and  “  woman  ”  matters 
very  little. 

The  question  is  principally  in  regard  to 
correct  usage.  Probably  very  “  few  ”  are 
“  prudish  ”  enough  to  object  to  the  proper 
use  of  the  word  "female,"  and  probably, 
also,  very  “few”  educated  men  do  not  ob 
ject  to  its  improper  nse. 

1.  There  is  a  correct  nse  of  the  word, 
which  is,  nevertheless,  somewhat  objection¬ 
able.  Doubtless  every  woman  is  a  female,  bat 
when  we  so  call  her,  we  do  not  use  a  word 
that  truly  distinguishes  what  we  mean,  for 
every  female  is  not  a  woman. 

"Woman"  is  the  correlative  of  "man, 
refers  only  to  the  female  "homo  ” — the  com¬ 
panion  and  helpmeet  whom  God  gave  to 
man,  and  whom  Adam  called  “Woman,  be¬ 
cause  she  was  taken  out  of  man.” 

"Female"  is  the  correlative  of  "male, 
and  may  be  used  of  all  classes  and  sorts  of 
animals  npon  the  globe. 

Still,  if  any  man  chooses  to  call  his  mo¬ 
ther  an  “elderly  female,”  or  his  infant 
daughter  a  “  little  female,”  he  is,  grammat¬ 
ically,  at  liberty  to  do  so— it  is  a  matter  of 
taste.

FBESBTTEBT  OF  TBOF. 

The  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Troy  at  Brunswick,  August  15th  and  16tb, 
was  one  of  much  interest.  Though  quite 
too  many  were  absent,  and  though  the 
chMches  were  not  as  generally  represented 
as  is  desirable,  the  business  was  attended  to 
promptly  and  with  dispatch.  A  spirit  emi¬ 
nently  fraternal  prevailed,  and  the  devotion¬ 
al  exercises  to  which  we  were  invited  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  ssBsioiis  of  Presbytery  were 
pleasant  and  profitable.  The  opening  ser¬ 
mon  was  preached  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Fennel,  in 
place  of  Rev.  P.  Gordon,  the  last  Modera¬ 
tor,  who  was  detained  by  severe  illness. 
Rev.  J.  Sewell  was  chosen  Moderator,  and 
Rev.  Messrs.  J.  B.  Eall  and  J.  N.  Crawford 
Clerks.  The  review  of  Sessional  Records 
and  other  items  of  regular  business  came 
np  in  their  proper  place  and  time.  Reports 
from  the  Presbylery  Committees  on  Eome 
and  Foreign  Missions,  brought  both  of  these 
fields  under  review,  and  some  interesting 
facts  were  elicited.  The  Committee  on  tbe 
Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly,  which 
bad  just  come  to  hand,  reported  of  the  As¬ 
sembly  in  Brooklyn,  in  accordance  with  all 
that  has  been  said  of  that  meeting,  as  a 
most  harmonious,  efficient,  and  devotional 
meeting.  Rev.  A.  J.  Fennel  and  Eider  L. 
Wilder  were  appointed  Presbytery  Commit¬ 
tee  on  the  Ministerial  Relief  Fund,  Sever¬ 
al  of  onr  absent  members  reported  their  rea¬ 
sons  for  not  being  present.  A  letter  from 
Dr.  Beman,  now  of  Carbondale,  Ill.,  bat 
still  connected  with  tbe  Presbytery  of  Troy, 
came  to  hand  after  tbe  adjoMnment  of  Pres¬ 
bytery,  but  before  many  of  the  members 
had  left  town,  and  was  read  at  a  religions 
service  in  the  evening.  This  letter  assMed 
os  of  tbe  health  of  this  venerable  and  es¬ 
teemed  father,  and  of  bis  abiding  interest 
in  these  relations  with  which  he  has  been  so 
long  identified. 

Besides  the  Moderator's  sermon  Tuesday 
afternoon,  the  evening  of  Tuesday  was  giv¬ 
en  to  a  discussion  of  the  Temperance  ques¬ 
tion.  Sacramental  service  W ednesday  af  ter- 
noon,  and  preaching  in  the  evening. 

Presbytery  was  called  to  one  duty  from 
which  they  would  more-  than  willingly  have 
been  excused — to  dissolve  the  pastoral  rela¬ 
tion  between  Rev.  A.  De  Witt  and  the 
chMch  and  congregation  at  Eoosick  Falls. 
The  people  yielded  very  reluctantly  to  the 
request  of  their  Pastor,  and  thus  a  bond  that 
has  subsisted  very  pleasantly  since  April, 
1859,  was  broken.  Mr.  De  Witt  goes  to 
take  charge  of  the  Park  church,  Troy,  of 
the  other  branch.  The  meeting  of  Pres¬ 
bytery  was  welcomed  with  marked  cordiali¬ 
ty  by  the  minister  and  people  at  Brunswick. 

Brunswick  is  in  a  rich  agricnltaral  section, 
a  few  miles  East  from  Troy.  The  Presby¬ 
terian  Society  is  not  large,  and  is  composed 
mainly  of  substantial  farmers.  They  have 
an  excellent  minister  whose  humility  is  en¬ 
dangered  by  the  loving  regard  with  which 
he  is  cherished  by  his  people — and  not  with¬ 
out  reason,  for  his  labors  there  have  been 
blessed  by  the  Great  Master.  Within  a  few 
years  they  have  rebuilt  their  chMch  edifice 
and  have  furnished  themselves  with  one  of 
the  neatest  sanctuaries  we  have  seen  for 
many  a- day.  It  is  a  perfect  gem,  neat, 
tasteful,  convenient.  They  are  now  refit¬ 
ting  the  parsonage,  which  is  by  the  side  of 
the  sanctuary,  and  when  that  is  put  in  or¬ 
der,  to  correspond  with  the  church  bnilding, 
the  minister  will  have  no  cause  to  complain 
in  this  regard, 

They  will  then  want  a  bell.  It  always 
seems  to  me  that  a  steeple  without  a  bell  is 
like  a  pulpit  without  a  preacher.  I  like  to 
bear  a  bell  sounding  out  its  welcome  peal 
over  hill  and  valley,  warning  the  careless, 
prompting  the  tardy,  and  calling  all  to  come 
up  to  worship,  ^^d  then  they  will  want 
and  will  have  I  donbt  not,  a  suitable  organ, 
not  a  set  of  wheesing  reeds,  bnt  a  genuine 
organ,  to  aid  a  very  efficient  choir  in  sustain¬ 
ing  the  praises  of  the  sanctuary. 

Brnnswick  has  no  railroad  communication 
nearer  than  Troy.  Bere  the  good  people 
met  the  members  of  the  Presbytery  and 
took  them  out  to  tbe  place  of  meeting,  and 
brought  them  back  when  OM  sermons  were 
over.  They  opened  their  houses  and  spread 
their  tables  for  om  entertainment,  quite 
beyond  onr  numbers  to  accept  their  hospi¬ 
tality,  and  they  did  it  all  with  a  cordiality 
and  a  measMe  of  good  cheer,  that  left  noth 
ing  wanting,  while  they  attended  upon  the 
meetings,  more  in  numbers  than  are  some 
times  found  when  we  meet  in  much  larger 
places. 

Indeed,  I  am  disposed  to  say  that  om 
ecclesiastical  meetings  are  quite  as  pleasant, 
and  so  far  as  the  people  are  concerned,  per¬ 
haps  more  profitable  when  we  meet  in  these 
smaller,  rather  than  the  larger  places. 

The  people  are  less  familiar  with  the  ex¬ 
ercises  connected  with  a  meeting  of  Presby¬ 
tery  or  Synod  ;  they  are  consequently  more 
interested  in  them,  and  the  imppression  is 
more  positive,  happy,  and  abiding. 

We  turned  away  from  Brunswick  with  the 
prayer  that  God  would  abundantly  bless  that 
favored  people.  SojLt,

LETIEB  OF  HOLSTON  FBESBTIEBT. 

Circular  Letter  addressed  by  Holston  Presbytery 
to  Presbyterian  Ministers  and  Cburcbes  with* 
in  its  bounds. 

Inasmuch  as  onr  action  is  very  liable  to  be 
misconstrued,  we  deem  it  proper  to  lay  be¬ 
fore  the  churches  and  the  public  a  more 
formal  statement  of  the  principles  that  gov¬ 
ern  our  present  movement. 

We  believe  that  no  government  has  ever 
yet  been  in  the  world,  that  more  clearly 
than  ours  recognized  the  great  principles  of 
liberty,  justice,  and  equality.  Our  constitu¬ 
tion  is  more  thoroughly  based  upon  fun¬ 
damental  law,  of  any  nation  npon  the  globe. 
Eence  the  injunction,  “to  be  subject  to 


of  thanks  for  kings  and  for  all  that  are  in 
antkority ;  ”  “  to  be  subject  nnto  the  higher 
powers”  as  to  “an  ordinance  of  God.” 
These  in  junctions  fall  with  more  force  npon 
a  subject  of  our  government  than  they  did 
npon  those  to  whom  they  were  originally  ad- 
dretsed,  dwelling  as  they  did  under  the  reign 
of  tbe  Roman  Nero. 

While  the  great  Founder  of  the  Eeavenly 
Kingdom  Las  prescribed  no  form  of  civil 
government  to  be  adopted  by  the  membeis 
of  his  kingdom ;  while  mere  political  prin¬ 
ciples  as  such,  are  not  made  a  test  of  disci- 
plesbip :  Ee  does  require  obedience  to  tbe 
civil  ruler.  At  the  call  of  duty  the  disciple 
of  Christ  can  go  into  any  kingdom  and  live 
under  any  government,  but  obedience  to  that 
government  is  required.  And  if  obedience 
were  required,  when  one  of  loyal  blood,  and 
tyrant  too,  was  npon  the  throne,  much  more 
do  the  SciiptMes  require  obedience  to  a 
government  recognizing  the  great  princi¬ 
ples  of  liberty,  justice,  and  equality. 

Eence  we  believe  that  men  who  have 
sought  the  overthrow  of  our  Government, 
have  committed  a  real  sin  ;  and  that  the 
ministers  of  religion,  who  helped  to  form 
the  public  sentiment  which  ripened  into  re¬ 
bellion,  and  who  gave  that  rebellion  their 
sanction  and  their  prayers,  have  committed 
a  great  wrong  ;  a  wrong  so  great  as  to  re¬ 
quire  a  full  acknowledgmmt,  and  untiring 
effort  to  repair  the  mischief  done. 

Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  how  few  minis¬ 
ters  of  Southern  sympathies  do  not  claim  to 
have  been  right  in  all  they  have  done,  and 
ref  nse  to  make  any  atonement  for  the  evil  of 
their  coarse  ?  Indeed,  they  claim  their  fall 
rights  nnder  a  government,  which,  for  four 
long  years,  they  have  sought  to  destroy,  and 
for  whose  destruction  they  have  earnestly 
prayed.  At  the  hands  which  they  hare 
wished  might  be  paralyzed,  they  claim  pro¬ 
tection  and  freedom. 

Accordingly,  we  urge  these,  onr  mistaken 
brethren,  to  confess  the  wrong  they  have 
done,  and  to  “surrender  unconditionally.” 
We  think  that  it  would  be  in  much  better 
taste  fur  them  to  come  back,  like  the  prodi¬ 
gal  son,  and  ask  to  live  under  onr  Govern¬ 
ment  npon  any  terms  that  might  reasonably 
be  prescribed,  than  to  demand  rights  which 
they  have  forfeited. 

It  is  alleged  that  this  would  be  moral 
suicide ;  that  ministers  pursuing  such  a 
coarse  would  annihilate  themselves.  Not, 
certainly,  if  they  are  dead  already.  If  their 
ability  to  do  good  with  tbe  predominant 
part  of  the  popnlation  of  this  land  is  gone  ; 
if  they  have  lost  their  influence  with  tbe 
men  who  have  borne  the  nation’s  flag  above 
the  dost  and  smoke  of  battle,  nothing  that 
they  can  do  can  more  completely  slay  them. 

And  when  we  ask  them  to  refrain  from 
the  functions  of  their  office,  so  long  as  their 
brethren  might  think  necessary  for  the  hon¬ 
or  of  religion,  we  only  ask  them  to  take  one 
step  towards  reinstating  themselves  in  tbe 
oonfidense  of  the  community.  And  when 
we  refuse  the  right  band  of  fellowship,  we 
do  not  presume  to  bar  the  gates  of  life 
against  them.  We  only  say  that  we  cannot 
sanction  their  unscriptural  conduct  God  is 
their  judge,  and  not  we.  If  they  can  find 
others  that  are  like  minded,  and  that  will 
fellowship  with  them,  we  have  no  disposition 
to  interfere  with  their  enjoyments,  should 
the  rulers  of  the  land  see  fit  to  grant  them 
the  privilege  of  performing  tbe  functions  of 
their  office. 

With  a  fiew  of  palliating  tbe  wrong  they 
have  done,  it  is  alleged  that  they  have  only 
preached  the  Gospel,  and  acted  as  subjects 
of  Eim  who  said  that  his  kingdom  was  not 
of  this  world.  Would  that  we  could  thus 
regard  their  conduct !  Was  it  as  members 
of  Christ’s  spiritual  kingdom  that  thOT  so 
earnestly  prayed  for  the  President  and  Cabi¬ 
net  of  these  Confederate  States,  that  all  of 
their  enemies,  vandal  hordes  who  were  in 
vading  their  homes,  might  be  driven  back— 
be  put  to  shame— be  smitten  with  confusion 
and  blindness — bite  the  dost  in  death — and 
be  utterly  wasted  ?  Was  it  as  members  of 
Christ’s  spiritual  kingdom  that  they  gave 
sneh  eloquent  exposition  of  prophecy,  and 
brought  Isaiah,  David,  and  Daniel  to  the 
stand  to  foretell  the  great  things  of  the  Con¬ 
federacy,  (ffid  showed  its  snccess  to  be  as 
certain  as  the  existence  of  God  ?  Was  it  as

Did  they,  as 
members  of  Christ’s  spiritoal  kingdom,  act 
as  chaplains  in  the  Southern  cause,  not  eon 
fining  themselves  to  the  temporal  and  Bpi%| 
itual  wants  of  tbe  sick,  tbe  wonnded,  and 
the  distressed,  but  oftentimes,  with  a  chival 
rous  bravado,  rnshing  forward  into  the  fierce 
engagement,  not  afraid  to  send  men  into 
eternity  unprepared  ? 

No,  it  is  not  against  abstract  opinions 
that  we  protest ;  but  against  action — decided 
action. 

We  may  be  charged  with  prodneing  schism 
in  the  ChMoh,  and  cansing  derision  among 
brethren.  This  certainly  does  not  come  with 
a  good  grace  from  men  who  have  enoonraged 
brother  to  stand  in  fiery  battle  against  broth¬ 
er,  and  son  against  father,  and  have  wished 
that  the  chasm  separating  the  friends  and 
the  enemies  of  the  South  might  open  as 
wide  and  as  deep  as  that  between  heaven  and 
hell. 

The  former  divisions  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  we  deplore,  and  we  have  seen  and 
felt  enough  of  their  sad  effects ;  but  we  can¬ 
not  purchase  harmony  even  among  those 
with  whom  we  have  shared  delightful  labors 
and  sacrifices,  at  the  price  of  principle.  It 
would  not  be  the  true  way  to  bnild  np  the 
ChMoh  of  Christ.

TO  THE  CHBISTI&NS  OF  AMEBICA. 

Dtar  Brethren : — A  Convention  of  Evan¬ 
gelical  Christians  will  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland,  at  10  o’clock,  on  Wednesday, 
September  27th,  1865,  to  organize  a  Nation¬ 
al  Society  for  Evangelization — a  Christian 
Commission  for  the  masses — to  carry  the  Re¬ 
ligion  of  Jesus,  in  all  its  saving  efficacy,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  great  cities,  and  in  the  South, 
to  those  not  reached  by  effective  Christian 
influences. 

Extensive  correspondence  and  consolta- 
tion  have  led  to  the  assurance  that  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  greater  activity  in  the  direction 
indicated  is  painfully  felt.  We  have  fallen 
away  from  the  simplicity  and  entire  conse¬ 
cration  of  the  early  Christians.  At  first 
every  disciple  was  a  missionary,  and  every 
church  a  missionary  society.  It  is  simply 
proposed  that  earnest  Christians,  whose 
hearts  burn  with  love  and  zeal,  join  bands 
to  do,  and  promote  this  comprehensive  work 
of  direct  evangelization,  for  which  the  prim¬ 
itive  Christians  lived,  suffered,  and  died. 
The  plan  proposed  is  simple,  and  it  is  prac¬ 
ticable. 

ChMohes,  City  Missionary,  and  Tract  So¬ 
cieties,  Yonng  Men’s  Christian  Associations, 
and  kindred  organizations,  are  requested  to 
appoint  delegates  to  meet  in  Convention, 
as  above  designated.  Where  organizations 
that  will  appoint  delegates  do  not  exist,  pas¬ 
tors  and  brethren,  few  or  many,  are  request¬ 
ed  to  meet  and  name  some  two  or  more  of 
their  number  as  delegates.  And  all  inter¬ 
ested  are  invited  to  attend  and  take  part  in 
the  Convention  whether  appointed  as  dele¬ 
gates  or  not. 

It  is  suggested  that  delegates  come  pre¬ 
pared  to  report  the  names  of  such  as  will 
heartily  cooperate. 

Looking  for  guidance  to  the  Giver  of  all 
wisdom,  and  trusting  that  Ee  will  bless  this 
effort  for  the  'promotion  of  Eis  glory  and

was  his  love  for  his  work,  and  bis  attachment 
to  the  dear  people  of  his  charge,  that  he 
persevered  in  it,  long  after  those  intimately 
acquainted  with  bis  snfferings  deemed  it  ad¬ 
visable.  But  at  length  he  was  obliged  to 
give  up  preaching  regularly,  and  removed 
to  Elmira,  where  he  engaged  in  secular  busi- 
nefs,  visiting  his  old  people  occasionally, 
and  preaching  to  them  when  be  was  able. 
Ee  had  not  long  been  in  Elmira  when  by 
the  fault  of  a  partner  he  lost  the  little  patri¬ 
mony  which  had  been  his  main  reliance  for 
the  support  of  his  family  of  six  children,  and 
as  bis  health  and  ability  to  preach  or  to  do 
bneiness  continued  to  decline,  the  very  great 
kindness  and  liberality  of  the  good  people  of 
Elmira,  were  most  opportune,  and  will  never 
be  forgotten  by  his  family  and  friends. 

In  that  dreadful  crisis  of  OM  country’s 
struggle  in  1862  his  oldest  son,  a  youth  of 
some  eighteen  years  of  age,  who  bad  conse¬ 
crated  himself  to  the  SavioM,  and  had  had 
his  attention  directed  to  the  work  of  the 
minist^,  felt  that  God  called  him  first,  and 
more  immediately  into  the  service  of  hifl 
country.  This  was  a  new  and  additional 
trial  of  no  ordinary  magnitnde.  Ee  was  the 
only  child  of  sufficient  age  to  help  his  pa¬ 
rents,  and  kind  and  dutiful,  they  could  rely 
on  him  to  his  utmost  ability.  But  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Riggs  weie  of  those  who  saw  the  hand 
of  God  m  the  war,  and  sympathized  with 
their  dear  country,  and  though  the  trial  was 
severe,  they  told  their  son  to  do  his  dnty, 
and  he  accordingly  volunteered,  and  was 
three  years  in  the  service,  getting  his  dis¬ 
charge,  and  returning  home  only  a  very  few 
weeks  before  his  father’s  death ;  the  next 
younger  brother  being  still  ia  the  army. 
Particular  mention  is  made  here  of  this, 
not  because  there  may  not  have  been  many 
cases  like  it,  but  because  the  country  cannot 
too  fully  appreciate  the  sacrifices  and  suffer¬ 
ings  which  the  war  has  caused. 

In  the  Winter  of  1864  it  pleased  God  in 
his  mysterious  Providence  to  bring  down  to 
the  grave  bis  beloved  wife,  and  the  devoted 
mother  of  his  children,  who  for  so  many 
years  tenderly  solaced  and  comforted  him  in 
his  sfiketions.  But  he  bowed  in  sweet  sub¬ 
mission  to  tbe  dreadful  stroke,  and  with  the 
little  strength  he  bad  addressed  himself  as 
best  he  conld  to  the  doable  work  of  perform¬ 
ing  a  father’s  and  a  mother’s  part  to  his  be¬ 
reaved  little  ones. 

With  his  two  eldest  sons  in  the  army  he 
conld  not  feel  willing  to  part  with  those  of 
tenderer  years,  and  brei^  np  his  family,  and 
the  effort  reqnired  to  provide  fM  them  and 
keep  them  together  probably  hastened  his 
death.  In  the  early  part  of  August  he  had 
an  attack  of  fever  of  a  typhoid  character, 
which,  added  to  the  asthmatic  diffiooltiefl 
nnder  which  he  had  so  long  labored,  soon 
indicated  to  bis  physician,  that  his  greatly 
enfeebled  system  most  give  way,  and  he 
himself  felt  that  there  was  little  prospect  of 
his  recovery.  As  he  had  long  contemplated 
death  as  not  far  distant,  there  was  little  more 
that  he  could  do  but  to  await  the  great  event 
with  Christian  resignation,  which  though  a 
great  sofi’erer,  he  did,  trusting  alone  in  the 
iSavionr  he  had  so  long  leaned  npon  and 
preached  to  others. 

On  Saturday  the  20th  instant,  about  noon, 
he  became  much  worse,  and  doriug  the 
night  was  delirions,  but  about  nine  o’clock 
on  Sabbath  morning  the  2l8t  his  reason  re¬ 
turned,  and  he  called  his  children  around 
his  bed,  and  blessed  them,  and  at  half  past 
nine  he  ceased  to  breathe,  and  entered  as 
wetrostnpon  the  “saint’s  everlasting  rest, 
the  Sabbath  which  has  no  end.”  W.

Asking  Hard  Questions. — Rev.  Dr.  McFerrin, 
chief  agent  of  tbe  Southern  Methodist  Book 
Concern,  publisher  of  the  Confederate  Alma¬ 
nac,  etc  ,  has  taken  the  oath  and  been  par¬ 
doned  by  the  President.  Bis  property  h^ 
therefore,  been  restored  to  him,  which  he 
abandoned  three  years  ago.  The  Nashville 
correspondent  of  the  Cincinnati  ‘Gazette 
comments  npon  his  course  during^  the  war, 
and  gives  an  account  of  a  conversation  which 
occurred  between  Dr.  McFerrin  ud  Chap¬ 
lain  Ford,  of  the  Sixteenth  Elinois  Cavalry, 
in  which  the  Doctor  was  asked  if  he  was 
glad  of  the  success  and  triumph  of  the 
Federal  armies  in  subduing  the  Confederate 
forces  and  preserving  the  Uniom  of  these 
States.  Bis  answer  was :

“Where  are  the  ministers  ?  ” 

Marietta,  0. — In  response  to  the  feeling 
which  has  long  been  entertained,  that  a 
church  in  connection  with  onr  Assembly 
would  promote  the  interests  of  education 
and  rehgion  in  this  place,  in  July  last  an  in¬ 
formal  organization  was  made,  and  Rev. 
Henry  W.  Ballantiue,  retnmed  missionary 
from  India,  the  eon  of  Rev.  E.  Ballantiue, 
Missionary  District  Secretary,  was  invited 
to  commence  ministerial  labors.  The  friends 
of  tbe  new  enterprise  oommenoed  bolding 
meetings  on  the  20th  of  July,  in  a  Mission 
school-room  in  the  morning  and  in  the  Lu¬ 
theran  cborch  in  the  afternoon.  These 
places  have  been  crowded,  and  the  prayer 
meetings  held  in  the  Lutheran  church  have 
been  well  attended.  The  Holy  Spirit  has 
been  present  and  sinners  awakened,  so  that 
God  seemed  evidently  to  say  to  his  people, 
“Go  forward.”  Accordingly,  on  the  27th 
nit.,  a  church  was  organized  with  53  mem¬ 
bers,  most  of  whom  brought  letters  from 
the  Congregational  church  (Rev.Dr.Wickes). 
Prof.  E.  B.  Andrews  and  Rev.  M.  Curtis,  of 
Belpre,  assisted  Mr.  Ballantine  in  the  or¬ 
ganization  and  in  tbe  ordination  of  two  rul¬ 
ing  elders.  Immediately  after,  the  Lord’s 
Sapper  was  administered.  Rev.  Thos.  Wickes, 
of  the  Congregational  church,  conducting 
the  introductory  service  and  distribating  the 
bread.  Tbe  new  organization  thus  starts 
with  the  cordial  Christian  sympathy  of  the 
old — a  fact  that  is  most  praiseworthy  and 
hopefol  for  both — and  already  the  Presby¬ 
terian  cborch  in  Marietta  has  bought  a  lot, 
“beautifol  for  situation,”  giving  for  it 
$1800.  They  intend  to  erect  at  once  there¬ 
on  a  lecture  room  to  cost  about  $3500. 

California  Items. — We  notice  that  a  neat 
edifice  called  “the  Union  Church  of  Dutch 
Flat,”  was  dedicated  on  July  30tb,  the  ser¬ 
mon  being  delivered  by  a  Baptist  minister.

Here,  four  years  ago,  there  were  four  flour¬ 
ishing  churches,  an  Old  School  Presbyterian, 
a  Methodist  (South),  a  Campbellite,  and  a 
Methodist,  each  having  a  comfortable  house 
of  worship  ;  but  such  had  been  tbe  desola¬ 
tions  of  war,  and  the  attitude  of  these 
churches  toward  the  rebellion,  all  but  the 
last  were  virtually  extinct,  and  a  wide  aud 
inviting  field  seemed  to  be  opened.  Here, 
and  in  a  neighborhood  about  six  miles  dis¬ 
tant,  Brother  Thome  commenced  preaching 
to  communities  that  seemed  hungry  for  the 
Word  of  Life.  The  blessing  of  G:d  has 
followed  his  labors.  He  has  succeeded  in 
gathering  intelligent  congregations  in  each 
of  these  places,  averaging  probably  one  hun¬ 
dred  persons.  In  Memphis  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  have  been  subscribed  for  his 
support.  Last  week,  by  invitation.  Rev.  J. 
M.  Williams,  his  pastor,  visited  tbe  field,  and 
after  consultation  it  was  deemed  desirable  to 
form  a  church  in  each  of  these  places.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  on  Sabbath  morning,  the  20th 
inst. ,  a  chnrch  of  the  Poritan  order,  of  six 
members,  was  organized  at  Memphis,  and 
the  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Sapper  was  ad¬ 
ministered.  On  Monday,  the  2l8t,  a  church 
of  the  same  order  was  organized  in  the  town¬ 
ship  of  Green,  the  out-station,  consisting  of 

five  mem^rs. - The  thirty-second  annual 

meeting  of  the  General  Association  of  New 
York,  will  be  held  in  the  Congregational 
chnroh,  Oswego,  on  Tuesday,  September  19. 
Among  the  subjects  to  be  presented  for  dis¬ 
cussion  are  :  Tbe  State  of  Religion  ;  Tbe 
Condition  of  onr  Feeble  Churches;  Tbe 
Conversion  of  Children ;  Home  Missions, 
and  Parochial  Evangelization. 

The  Other  Branch. — The  Rev.  M.  W.  Pax¬ 
ton,  D.D.,  late  pastor  of  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  church,  Pittsburgh,  has  been  elected 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 

Education. - Mr.  P.  L.  Carden,  a  recent 

graduate  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Northwest,  was  recently  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Chicago  as  an  Evangelist. 
He  goes  to  reinforce  the  Siam  Mission  as 
soon  as  a  passage  for  himself  and  wife  can 
I  be  seonred.  Mr.  Carden  was  born  in  Ire- 
'  land,  and  reared  a  Bomanist.  After  bis  ar¬ 
rival  in  this  country  he  was  mercifnlly  led 
to  Christ,  and  became  a  member  of  our 
Church  at  Seotohtown,  Orange  county,  New 
York.  Of  this  ohuroh  he  oontinued  a  mem¬ 
ber  till  his  ordination.  Its  pastor,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Beattie,  he  regards  as  his  spiritual  fa¬ 
ther.  In  1862  he  graduated  honorably  at 
Williams  College,  Massachusetts,  and  soon 
after  entered  the  army  as  a  commissioned 
officer  in  a  New  York  regiment.  He  was 
taken  prisoner  at  Harper’s  Ferry.  He  was 
soon  paroled,  and  brought  to  Camp  Doug¬ 
las,  Cnicago,  in  company  with  many  others 
taken  upon  the  same  unfortunate  oooasion. 
Not  long  after  bis  arrival  here  he  resigned 
his  commission,  and  entered  our  Theological 

Seminary. - The  Rev.  Wm.  O.  Johnstone 

has  been  pastor  of  Kensington  Presbyterian 
chnroh,  Philadelphia,  for  fourteen  years. 
Daring  this  time  there  have  been  991  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  ohnrob,  699  of  which  were  on 
examination,  and  292  on  letters  from  other 
ohurohes.  The  baptisms  have  numbered 
688 ;  the  number  of  funerals,  over  700 ; 
about  400  marriages  have  been  solemnized. 
Mr.  Johnstone  h^as  preached  nearly  1,400 
sermons,  besides  about  1,000  lectures  and 
special  addresses.  He  has  paid  about  900 
visits  a  year,  making  in  the  whole  time 
•bout  13,000  visits. 

Beformed  Dutch.  —  &f  the  wealth  of  the 
Collegiate  Church  The  Intelligencer  says : 
“  On  makiug  inquiry  of  one  who  ought  to 
know,  we  leam  that  the  real  estate  of  the 
corporation  has  never  been  valued  by  com¬ 
petent  persons  at  over  a  million  and  a  half, 
and  that  the  rental  has  rarely  exceeded  one- 
half  of  tbe  sum  mentioned  in  the  veport 
we  allude  to.  We  may  add  that  the  proper¬ 
ty  has  for  many  years  been  encumbered  by 
a  heavy  debt,  incurred  by  building  new 
I  churches  and  by  liberal  gifts  to  weak  and 
embarrassed  congregations  in  this  city  aud 
elsewhere.  No  addition  has  ever  been  made 
to  the  principal,  and  any  surplus,  actual  or 
estimated,  beyond  interest  and  oorrent  ex¬ 
penses,  has  uniformly  been  given  away.  In 
reference  to  the  suit  brought  against  the 
Consistory,  claiming  that  the  funds  should 
be  applied  to  the  support  of  all  the  minis¬ 
ters  of  the  denomination  in  this  city,  it  may 
be  said  that  in  the  lower  courts  it  has  been 
decided  against  the  claimants,  and  is  now 
carried  up  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  the  lost 
resort.  The  appellant  not  being  able  or 
willing  to  give  security  for  the  costs  as  the 
statute  requires,  the  Consistory  have  volun¬ 
tarily  given  such  security,  in  order  that  the 
case  may  go  on,  and  the  question  be  finally 
decided  by  the  highest  tribunal  in  the  State.’ 
_ Rev.  Dr.  A.  B.  Van  Nest  has  recently  re¬ 
turned  to  this  city  after  ministering  as  chap¬ 
lain  at  Paris  and  Rome.  The  committee  of 
;  the  American  Chapel  in  the  latter  city,  con¬ 
sisting  of  Rufus  King,  J.  Mosier,  James  B.

Eoman  Catholic.— The  Romish  Society  for 
the  Propagation  of  the  Faith,  in  its  publish¬ 
ed  report  for  the  year  1864,  acknowledges 
the  receipt  of  5  090,041  francs— or  some¬ 
thing  more  than  $1,000,000.  Of  this  68  per 
cent  came  from  France,  and  only  3  per  cent, 
from  all  North  America.  The  expenditures 
in  America  are  about  five  times  the  receipts, 


Methodist  Episcopal. — Bishop  Janes,  who 
appeared  at  the  receut  Oonfereuoe  of  tbe 
British  Methodists  in  England,  gave  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statistics  of  Methodist  chnrches  and 
ministers  in  the  United  States  :  Communi¬ 
cants,  928,320  ;  itinerant  ministers,  6821  ; 
local  ministers,  8205 ;  chnrches,  10,015 ; 
parsonages,  2948  ;  estimated  value  of  church¬ 
es  and  parsonages,  $26,883,076 ;  Sunday 
schools,  12,153  ;  offiiiers  and  teachers,  148,- 
475 ;  scholars,  859,700.  We  have  151  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  foreign  lands,  and  7022  ohnroh 
members.  Among  the  foreign  populations 
of  our  own  country  we  have  laboring  286 
missionaries  ;  and  in  the  ohurohes  under 
their  care,  26,138  oommunioants.  In  our 
domestic  missionary  department  we  have 

about  800  missionaries. - About  five  years 

since.  Rev]  Prof.  H.  Mattisc  n  left  tbe  com¬ 
munion  of  tbe  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  this  city,  and  founded  an  Independent 
Denomination,  with  a  chnrch  in  Forty-first 
street,  near  Broadway.  A  short  time  since, 
however,  he  returned  to  bis  original  ecclesi¬ 
astical  relations,  and  on  Sabbath  evening, 
the  3d  instant,  preached  for  the  last  time  to 
the  congregation  in  Forty-first  street — he 
having  already  accepted  the  charge  of  Trini¬ 
ty  M.  E.  churob,  Jersey  City.  Daring  bis 
address,  he  said  he  was  led  to  leave  the 
Methodist  Chnroh  because  of  the  encourage¬ 
ment  it  bad  given  to  slavebolding.  He  spoke 
of  his  early  life  and  his  service  in  the  minis¬ 
try  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
alluded  to  the  isolated  position  he  found 
himself  in  while  t^ing  to  build  up  an  inde¬ 
pendent  church,  in  feeling  terms.  He  be¬ 
lieved  in  aggressive  Christianity,  and  was 
bitter  in  bis  denunciations  of  tbe  lazy,  rich 
and  sleepy  churches,  and  thought  he  could  be 
of  more  use  in  the  service  of  his  Master  with¬ 
in  the  pale  of  the  Church  he  was  about  to 
return  to,  than  in  any  other.  In  closing 
he  made  some  remarks  to  the  congregation 
of  “  Independent  Methodists”  expressing  a 
hope  that  the  church  would  attach  itself  to 

the  Congregational  denomination. - Rev. 

Wm.  H.  Rogers  has  been  appointed  agent 
for  Sunday  schools  and  educational  institn¬ 
tions  in  East  Tennessee. - The  East  Gene¬ 

see  Conference  met  at  Waterloo  on  the  30th 
of  August.  The  sessions  were  very  pleas 
ank  On  the  Sabbath  public  services  were 
couduoted  in  the  Presbyterian  church  by 
Dr.  Newman,  in  the  morning.  It  was  the 
church’s  communion  day.  A  particular  in¬ 
vitation  was  given  to  the  members  of  Con¬ 
ference  then  present  to  partake  with  them, 
of  which  many  accepted.  Rev.  Dr.  Reid 
preached  there  in  the  evening.  Bishop  Ames 
preached  in  the  pleasant  park  of  the  village 
in  tbe  morning,  and  Dr.  Hibbard  in  the 
afternoon;  the  deacons  being  ordained  there 
at  the  close  of  the  morning  services,  and  the 
elders  in  the  afternoon  !  $10,304  were  raised 
by  the  Conference  for  foreign  missions,  an 
increase  of  over  two  thousand  dollars  as  com¬ 
pared  with  last  year. - It  is  proposed  tnat 

the  M.  E.  Chnrch  establish  a  school  for  the 
purpose  of  training  candidates  for  the  mis¬ 
sionary  work.  Such  institntions  are  not  un¬ 
common  in  Europe. 

Protestant  Episcopal. — The  Diocesan  Con¬ 
vention  of  Indiana  have  elected  the  Rev. 
Joseph  C.  Talbot,  D.D.,  now  Missionary 
Bishop  of  the  Northwest,  Assistant  Bishop 
of  Indiana,  which  has  become  necessary  in 
consequence  of  the  impaired  health  and  age 

of  Bishop  Upfold. - The  Rev.  Geo.  B. 

Whipple,  brother  of  the  Episcopal  Bishop 
of  Minnesota,  bad,  at  last  dates,  arrived  in 
San  Francisco  on  his  way  to  join  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Church  Mission  in  the  Hawaiian  Is¬ 
lands. - A  Philadelphia  daily  says  that  “it 

is  proposed  to  establish  a  fund  for  educat¬ 
ing  the  daughters  of  clergymen  of  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Episcopal  Churcb,  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  honorably  support  themselves,  and 
occupy  the  positions  to  which  they  are  en¬ 
titled.” - The  Episcopal  Convention,  in 

session  at  Nashville,  on  the  9tb,  nominated 
for  Bishop  of  tbe  Diocese  of  Tennessee  tbe 
Bev.  Charles  T.  Quintard,  who  was  for  four 
years  the  chaplain  of  the  Bock  City  (rebel) 
Guards,  aud  afterwards  of  a  rebel  regiment 
from  Nashville.  He  was  unanimonsly  elected 

at  the  first  ballot. - The  late  Bishop  De 

Lanoey,  of  Western  New  York,  expended 
no  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars  of  his 
private  patrimony  on  the  work  of  his  dio¬ 
cese.  He  also  kept  a  strict  account  of  in¬ 
come  and  set  apart  a  tenth  to  the  Chnrch 
“as  due  nnto  tbe  Lord”;  and  the  deficits 
in  these  payments  had  been  carefully  ad¬ 
ded,  and  the  snm  of  them,  four  thousand 
dollars,  had  been  bequeathed  by  him  to  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  as  a  special  trust,  the  in¬ 
come  to  form  an  eleemosynary  fund,  to  be 
at  the  sole  disposal  ol  his  successors  in  of¬ 
fice.

Pbesidekt  Johnsoh  has  rrceutly  issued  a 
proclamation  abolishing  all  the  restriotions 
hitherto  existing  on  the  coastwise  and  in¬ 
ternal  trade  of  the  States  lately  in  rebellion. 
The  abolition  took  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
September.  The  restriotions  in  question 
related  to  articles  “contraband  of  war,” 
and  they  were  founded  upon  the  presump¬ 
tion  that  in  oommnnities  so  recently  in 
open  hostility  to  the  Government,  it  was 
not  yet  safe  to  allow  such  articles  to  be 
bought  and  sold.  Scarcely  three  months 
have  passed  away  since  trade,  even  with 
these  restrictions,  was  first  opened  to  the 
South.  Im  that  time  its  people  have  been 
on  trial,  tbe  sincerity  of  their  submission 
to  the  National  authority  has  been  put  to 
the  test,  and  their  action  has  been  closely 
serntiuized.  The  result  is  so  satisfactory 
to  the  Government,  that  tbe  President  now 
removes  all  existing  restriotions,  tbe  last 
remainiog  ban. 

The  President  has  also  taken  a  somewhat 
decisive  step  with  regard  to  matters  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi.  Governor  Sharkey  lately  gave 
orders  for  the  formation  of  two  companies 
'  of  militia  in  each  oonnty,  for  the  purpose 
of  Buppreesing  crime  and  enforcing  the 
civil  laws.  Thereupon  General  Slocum, 
commanding  the  military  department  of 
Mississippi,  issned  an  order  prohibiting  the 
execution  of  Sharkey’s  purpose,  and  this 
'  conflict  of  antbority  was  referred  to.  the 
authorities  at  Washington  for  arbitration. 
A  few  days  ago  the  decision  of  Secreta^ 
Stanton  in  tbe  case  was  made  pnblio,  in- 
which  the  action  of  General  Slocum  was 
endorsed,  on  the  gronnd  that  the  militaiy 
were  stiU  in  the  ascendant  in  Mississippi. 
Now  we  have  a  letter  from  President  John¬ 
son  to  Governor  Sbarkey,  iu  which  permis¬ 
sion  is  given  to  go  on  with  tbe  organization 
of  a  State  militia  force,  as  “the  people 
must  be  trusted  with  their  government.” 
Tbe  President  avows  his  belief  in  tbe  dis¬ 
position  of  the  people  of  Mississippi  to  act 
lu  good  faith,  and  do  all  iu  their  power  to 
establish  their  old  relatiins  with  the  gov¬ 
ernment  This  sentence  of  the  President 
is  especially  significant :  “  Tbe  proclama¬ 
tion  authorizing  State  Governments  re- 
qiiires  tbe  military  to  aid  the  Provisional 
(iovernor  iu  the  performauce  of  his  duty  as 
prescribed  in  tbe  proclamation,  and  in  no 
mannir  to  interfere  or  throw  impediments  in 
the  way  of  tbe  cousnmmation  of  the  object 
of  bis  appointment,  at  least  without  advis¬ 
ing  the  Government  of  bis  intended  inter¬ 
ference.”  This  looks  very  much  like  a  con¬ 
tradiction  of  Secretary  Stanton’s  language 
about  tbe  military  being  supreme  in  tbe  re¬ 
claimed  States.  It  certainly  amounts  to  a 


reversal  of  that  gentleman’s  decision  in  fli-> 
vor  of  General  Sloonm,  and  will  form  ait 
important  precedent  for  the  future,  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  s/olas  of  tbe  military  and  civil 
authoritiee  in  the  States  under  provisional 
Governments.  There  is  no  truth,  probaUy, 
in  the  report  that  Gen.  Sloonm  has  m* 
signed. 

But  most  noticeable  of  all,  on  Monday 
last  a  delegation  of  Southerners  represent¬ 
ing  the  States  of  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  Florida,  Arkansas,  Virginia,  and 
Tennessee,  and  numbering  fifty  or  sixty 
persons,  colled  upon  the  President  Tha 
Hon.  W.  H.  McFarland,  of  Virginia,  ad¬ 
dressed  him  on  behalf  of  the  vuitors,  assnr- 
ing  him  of  their  high  personal  esteem  and 
confidence.  At  the  close  of  these  remarks 
the  President  made  the  following  interest¬ 
ing  impromptu  reply : 

Gentlemen :  I  can  only  say  in  reply  to  the 
remarks  of  your  chairman  that  I  am  bighty 
gratified  to  receive  the  assurances  he  has 
given  me.  They  are  more  than  I  conld  have 
txpeoted  under  the  circumstances.  I  most 
say  I  was  nnprepared  to  receive  so  nameroui 
a  delegation  on  this  occasion.  I  had  no 
idea  that  it  was  to  be  so  large,  or  represent  so 
many  States,  when  I  expressed,  as  I  did,  my 
willingness  to  see  at  any  time  so  many  of  yon 
as  chose  to  do  mo  the  honor  to  c^  upon 
me.  I  am  free  to  say  this  demonstration  ex¬ 
cites  in  my  mind  feelings  and  emotions  that 
language  is  totally  inadequate  to  expreas. 
When  1  look  back  upon  my  past,  and  recall 
a  period  scarcely  more  than  four  short  years 
ago,  when  I  stood  battling  for  principles 
which  many  of  yon  supposed  and  thought 
were  wrong,  I  was  battling  for  the  same 
principles  that  actuate  me  to  day,  and  which 
principles  I  thank  my  God  you  have  come 
forward  on  this  occasion  to  manifest  a  dis¬ 
position  to  support  1  can  say  now,  as  I 
have  said  on  many  former  occasions,  that  I 
entertain  no  personal  resentments,  enmitiea 
or  animosities  to  any  living  sonl  south  of 
Mason  and  Dixon’s  line,  however  much  he 
may  have  differed  from  me  in  principle. 
The  stand  I  then  took  I  claim  to  have  bemr 
the  only  one  I  remember  now.  I  stood 
pleading  with  my  Southern  brethren,  whea 
they  stood  with  their  hats  on  their  heads 
ready  to  tarn  their  backs  upon  the  United 
States — how  I  implored  them  to  stand  with 
'  me  there  and  maintain  onr  lights  and  fight 
our  battles  under  the  laws  and  constitution 
of  the  United  States.  I  think  now  as  I 
thought  then,  and  endeavored  to  induoe 
them  to  believe  that  our  true  position  ■was 
under  the  laws  and  under  tbe  constitution  of 
the  Union  with  the  institution  of  slavery  in 
it ;  but  if  that  prinoiple  made  an  issue  that 
rendered  a  disintegration  possible — if  that 
made  an  issue  which  shonld  prevent  ns  from 
transmitting  to  onr  children  a  conntry,  as 
bequeathed  to  ns  by  onr  fathers,  I  had  noth¬ 
ing  else  to  do  but  stand  by  the  government 
be  the  consequences  what  they  might  I 
said  then,  what  yon  all  know,  that  I  was  for 
the  institations  of  the  country  as  guaranteed 
by  the  Oonstitation,  but  above  ^  things  I 
was  for  the  union  of  the  States.  I  remem¬ 
ber  the  tannts,  the  jeers,  the  scowls  iritit 
which  I  was  treated  ;  1  remember  the  cirde 
that  stood  aronnd  me,  and  remember  tiie 
threats  and  intimidations  that  were  freety 
uttered  by  the  men  who  opposed,  and  whom 
I  wanted  to  befriend  and  guide  by  the  light 
that  led  me ;  but  feeling  conscious  in  mr 
own  integrity  and  that  1  was  right,  I  heeded 
not  what  they  might  say  or  do  to  me,  and 
was  inspired  aud  encouraged  to  do  m^duty, 
regardless  of  aught  else,  and  have  hved  to 
see  the  realizations  of  my  prediction  and  the 
fatal  eiror  of  those  whom  I  vainly  essayed  to 
save  from  the  results  1  could  not  bat  foresee. 

Gentlemen,  we  have  passed  through  tbi* 
rebellion.  I  say  we,  for  it  is  ns  who  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  it.  Yes,  the  South  made  the 
issue,  and  I  know  the  nature  of  the  Sonth- 
ern  people  well  enough  to  know  that  when 
they  have  become  convinced  of  an  erroc 
they  frankly  acknowledge  it  in  a  manly, 
open,  direct  manner,  and  now  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  that  duty,  or  indeed  in  any  ook 
they  undertake  to  periorm,  they  do  it  heart¬ 
ily  and  frankly  ;  and  now  that  they  come  to 
me,  I  nnderstand  them  as  saying  that  “wO 
made  the  issue ;  we  set  np  the  Union  of  tho 
States  against  the  institution  of  Slavwy; 
we  selected  the  arbitrator,  the  God  of  Bat¬ 
tles  ;  the  arbitrament  was  the  sword. 
iEsue  was  fairly  and  honorably  met.  Both 
the  questions  presented  have  been  settled 
against  ns,  and  we  are  prepisred  to  accept 
the  iesue.”  I  find  on  all  sides  this  spirit  of 
candor  and  honor  prevailing.  It  is  said  by 
all :  “  The  issue  was  ours  and  the  judgment 
has  been  against  ns,  aud  the  decision  har¬ 
ing  been  made  against  ns,  we  feel  bound  in 
honor  to  abide  by  the  arbitrament” 

In  doing  this  we  are  doing  ourselves  no 
dishonor,  and  should  not  feel  humiliated  or 
degraded,  but  rather  that  we  are  ennoblinn 
ourselves  by  our  action,  and  we  shonld  fad 
that  the  government  has  treated  ns  magnan¬ 
imously,  and  meet  the  government  i^n 
the  terms  it  has  so  mag^nanimonsly  proffer¬ 
ed  ns.  So  for  as  I  am  concerned  personalty; 

I  am  nninfluenced  by  any  question,  whether 
it  affects  the  North  or  the,Soath,  the  Fisst 
or  the  West.  I  stand  where  I  did  of  old, 
battling  for  tbe  Oonstitation  and  the  Union 
of  these  United  States.  In  doing  so,  I  know 
I  opposed  some  of  you,  gentlemen^  of  tho 
South,  when  the  doctrine  of  secession  wao 
being  urged  upon  the  country,  and  the  de¬ 
claration  of  your  right  to  break  np  the  Got* 
emment  and  disintegrate  the  Union,  was 
made.  I  stand  to-day  as  I  have  ever  stood, 
firmly  in  tbe  opinion  that  if  a  monopoly 
contends  against  this  country,  the  monopoly 
most  go  down  and  the  country  most  go  am 
Yes,  the  issue  was  made  by  the  Souttt 
against  the  Government,  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  has  triumphed  ;  and  the  South,  tros 
to  her  ancient  instincts  of  frankness  and 
manly  honor,  comes  forth  and  expresses  its 
willingness  to  abide  the  result  of  the  de¬ 
cision  in  good  faith. 

While  I  think  that  the  rebellion  has  been 
arrested  and  subdued,  and  am  happy  in  the 
consoioosness  of  a  duty  well  performed,  I 
want  not  only  you,  but  the  people  of  Aa 
world,  to  know  that  while  I  dreaded  and 
feared  disintegration  of  the  States,  I  am 
equally  opposed  to  oonsolidation  or  oonoen- 
tration  of  power  here,  under  whatever  guise 
or  name  they  bear  ;  and  if  the  issue  is  fore- 
ed  upon  ns,  I  shall  still  endeavor  to  porsne 
the  same  efforts  to  dissuade  from  this  doc¬ 
trine  of  running  to  extremes,  but  I  say  let  . 
the  same  rules  be  applied.  Let  the  Oonsti¬ 
tation  be  onr  guide.  Let  tbe  preservation 
of  that  and  the  anion  of  States  be  onr  prin¬ 
cipal  aim.  Let  it  be  onr  hope  that  the  Got- 
ernment  may  be  perpetual,  aud  that  the 
principles  of  the  Government,  founded  as 
they  are  on  right  and  justice,  may  be  hand¬ 
ed  down  without  spot  or  blemish  to  onr  pos¬ 
terity. 

As  I  have  before  remarked  to  you,  I  am 
gratified  to  see  so  many  of  you  here  to-daj. 

It  manifests  a  spirit  I  am  pleased  to  observe. 

I  know  it  has  been  said  of  me  that  my  as¬ 
perities  are  sharp  :  that  I  had  vindictive 
feehngs  to]  gratify,  aud  that  I  should  not 
fail  to  avail  ia)self  ol  the  opportunities  that 
would  present  themselves  to  gratify  snoh 
despicable  feelings.  Gentlemen,  if  my  acts 
will  not  speak  for  me  and  for  themselves; 
then  any  profession  I  might  now  mak^; 
would  be  equally  useless.  But,  gentlemen, 
if  I  know  myself,  as  1  think  1  do,  1  know 
that  I  am  ol  the  Ronthem  people,  and  1 
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lore  them,  and  will  do  all  in  my  power  to 
restore  them  to  that  state  of  happiness  Md 
prosperity  which  they  enjoyed  before  the 
•madness  of  miss^ded  men,  in  wh<^  tney 
bad  reposed  weir  oonfidenoe,  led  them 
astray  to  their  own  undoing.  If  there  is 
anything  that  can  bo  done  on  my  part  on 
correct  principles,  on  the  principles  of  the 
constitation,  to  promote  these  ends,  bo  as¬ 
sured  it  shaU  ^  done.  Let  me  assure  you, 
:*l80,  that  there  is  no  dispodtoon  on  tae 
part  of  the  government  to  deal  harshly  witn 
the  Southern  people.  There  may  be  speeoh- 
'  es  published  from  various  quarters  that  may 
breathe  a  different  spirit  Do  not  let  them 
trouble  or  excite  you,  but  believe  that  it  is, 
as  it  is,  the  great  object  of  the  government 
to  make  the  union  of  these  United  Statre 
more  complete  and  perfect  than  ever,  and 
to  maintain  it  on  constitutional  principles, 
if  possible,  more  firmly  than  it  has  ever  be- 
Jore  been.  Then  why  cannot  we  aU  come 
up  to  the  work  in  a  proper  spirit  ?  In 
other  words  :  Let  us  look  to  the  constitu¬ 
tion.  The  issue  has  been  made,  and  deci¬ 
ded.  Then  as  wise  men,  as  men  who  see 
Tight  and  are  determined  to  follow  it,  as 
lathers  and  brothers,  and  as  men  who  love 
their  country  in  this  hour  of  trial  and  suf¬ 
fering,  why  cannot  wo  come  up  and  help  to 
settle  the  questions  of  the  hour,  and  adjust 
them  according  to  the  principles  of  honor 
and  of  justice  ?  The  institution  of  slavery  is 
gone.  The  former  status  of  the  negro  had 
to  be  changed,  and  we,  as  wise  men,  must 
recognize  so  potent  a  fact  and  adapt  our- 
eelves  to  circumstances  as  they  surround  us. 

Voices — “We  are  willing  to  do  so.” 
“Yes  sir,  we  are  wfiling  to  do  so.” 

I  believe  you  are.  I  believe  when  your 
faith  is  pledged — when  your  consent  has 
been  given,  as  I  have  already  said — I  believe 
it  will  be  maintained  in  good  faith,  and  every 
pledge  or  promise  f  ally  carried  out.  [Cries, 
“  It  will.”!  I  a¥k  or  desire  of  the  South 
or  the  North,  the  East  or  the  Wes*,  is  to  be 
sustained  in  carrying  out  the  principles  of 
the  constitution.  It  is  not  to  be  denied  that 
we  have  been  great  sufferers  on  both  sides. 
Oood  men  have  fallen  on  both  sides,  and 
much  misery  is  being  endured,  as  the  neces¬ 
sary  result  of  so  gigantic  a  contest.  Why, 
then,  cannot  we  come  together,  and  around 
the  common  altar  of  our  country  heal  the 
wounds  that  have  been  made.  Deep  wounds 
have  been  inflicted.  Our  country  has  been 
scarred  all  over.  Then  why  cannot  we  ap¬ 
proach  each  other  upon  principles  which 
are  right  in  themselves,  and  which  will  be 

Sroductive  of  good  to  all.  The  day  is  not

The  developmrats  have 
been  from  bad  to  worse— nothing  lew  than 
fiendish— and  the  testimony  comes  from  so 
many  quarters,  even  the  rebel  witnessre 
subpoenaed  for  the  defence  giving  or  TOrrob- 
orating  much  of  the  worst,  so  that  the  pris¬ 
oner  seems  to  have  given  over^  in  despair. 
He  has  applied  for  spiritual  advisers,  and  in 
accordance  with  his  desire,  two  _  Iteman 
Catholic  priests  are  permitted  to  vimt  him. 

On  Saturday  an  ei-Confederate  Military 
Inspector,  Col.  Chandler,  was  on  the  stod  ; 
a  copy  of  a  report  he  made  on  the  TOndmon 
of  the  Andersonville  prison  was  laid  before 
the  court ;  and  his  sworn  testimony,  given 
therewith,  presents  the  most  conclusive 
proofs  that  the  starving  of  our  prisoners  was 
a  deliberate  scheme,  which  had  the  assrat  of 
the  highest  Confederate  authorities.  While 
the  late  Winder  and  Wirz  wexe  the  active 
and  eager  agents  in  the  infliction  of  the  un¬ 
paralleled  tortures  which  our  men  endured, 
it  is  clear  beyond  all  doubt,  from^  GoL  Chand¬ 
ler’s  testimony,  that  the  superiors  of  Win¬ 
der  and  Wirz  gave  their  fullest  sanction  to 
the  heUish  devices  practiced  at  Anderren- 
ville.  On  the  5th  of  August,  1864,  Chandler 
reported  to  Richmond,  respecting  the  prison- 
pen,  that  it  was  “a  place  the  horrors  of 
which  it  is  difficult  to  describe,  and  which  is 
a  disgrace  to  civilizition.”  So  horror-struck 
was  this  Confederate  officer  with  what  he 
saw  within  the  stockade,  that  he  went  so  far 
as  to  plead,  in  his  report,  with  the  Rich¬ 
mond  War  Department  for  the  removal  of 
Winder  and  lor  the  appointment  of  some 
one  who  “  does  not  advocate  in  cold  blood 
the  propriety  of  leaving  them  (the  prisoners) 
in  their  present  condition  until  their  number 
has  been  sufficiently  reduced  by  death  to 
make  the  present  arrangements  suffice  for 
their  accommodation."  Not  only  was  this 
report  of  Chandler’s  laid  before  the  rebel 
Secretary  of  War  and  his  Assistant,  but 
Chandler  went  himself  personally  to  the 
rebel  War-office  to  urge  that  it  should  be 
taken  up  and  acted  on.  What  was  the  result 
of  this  double  appeal  ?  Winder,  the  real 
blood-hound  of  Andersonville,  was  proinot- 
ed  to  the  post  of  “  Commissary-General  of 
Prisoners  ’’  for  the  whole  Confederacy ! 
Such  is  the  sworn  testimony  of  a  humane

The  Advocate  and  Journal  urges  an  im¬ 
mediate  and  ■vigorous  prosecution  of  the 
work  of  evangelization  in  the  South.  It 
anticipates  no  countenance — hindrance 
rather — from  the  old  Southern  Methodist 
organizations.  These  still  hold  the  whites 
of  the  South,  and  as  a  consequence,  the 
most  hopeful  and  indeed  only  immedi¬ 
ately  accessible  population,  are  the  freed- 
men.  Our  contemporary  does  not  dis¬ 
guise  that  there  ■will  be  ample  opportuni¬ 
ty  for  the  exercise  of  a  spirit  of  self-sac¬ 
rifice,  on  the  part  of  those  who  enter  into 
the  field  : 

Their  mission  will  be  emphatically  to 
the  poor,  the  despised  outcast,  and  shame¬ 
fully  persecuted  late  slaves ;  now  nom¬ 
inally  and  legally,  though  scarcely  in  fiset, 
freedmen.  The  double  odium  of  being 
“  Yankees  ”  and  “  nigger  preachers  ”  will 
have  to  be  borne  by  them.  Social  ostra¬ 
cism,  bitter  contempt,  and  violent  hatred, 
will  constitute  the  sum  of  the  hospitality 
extended  to  them  by  the  great  body  of 
the  Southern  people,  and  especially  by 
the  Methodists.  Their  associations  ■will 
be  chiefly  with  the  colored  people.  With 
them  they  are  to  labor  together  in  the 
cause  of  Christ,  and  by  them  they  ■will 
find  it  necessary  to  be  entertained  in 
their  pastoral  and  itinerent  labors.  In 
short,  they  will  find  it  necessary  to  make 
common  cause  with  the  freedmen,  to 
live  among  them,  and  to  share  their  man¬ 
ner  of  living ;  to  be  partakers  of  their 
poverty  and  discomforts,  and  to  have  part 
in  their  reproach.  That  there  will  also 
be  many  compensating  facts  is  very  prob¬ 
able,  and  to  one  whose  heart  is  fully  in 
the  work  the  disagreeable  things  we  have 
named  will  appear  as  trifles.  It  is  well, 
however,  that  they  should  be  duly  antici¬ 
pated,  that  when  experienced  they  may 
not  cause  discouragement. 

In  another  article  bearing  on  the  same 
general  topic,  it  is  observed  that  the 
South  is  determined  that  there  shall  be 
no  moral  unity  established  between  it 
and  the  North.  “There  would  seem, 
indeed,  to  be  a  vague  and  preposterous 
idea  floating  in  the  Southern  mind  that 
the  fact  of  subjugation  is,  or  need  be,  but 
temporary  ;  a  sort  of  Micawber  philoso¬ 
phy  that  ‘  something  may  tm-n  up  ’  which 
may  yet  verify  its  treasonable  dream,” 
and  hence  perhaps  the  haste  made  to  re¬ 
habilitate  its  institutions  of  learning 
with  indigenous  material.  We  quote  fur- 
'  ther : 

The  ecclesiastical  indications  of  this 
disposition  are  particularly  noteworthy. 
Slavery  ■was  the  sole  occasion  of  ecclesias¬ 
tical  disunion.  .Although  it  is  now  con¬ 
ceded  by  themselves  that  slavery  is  ex¬ 
tinguished  and  can  never  again  become 
an  element  of  sectional  or  party  power, 
yet  the  leading  Christian  bodies  of  the 
South  reject  the  proposition  for  reunion 
with  the  parent  bodies  from  which  they 
seceded  solely  on  this  ground  ;  standing 
amid  the  ruins  of  slavery,  and  standing 
there  ruined  themselves  and  needing  the 
immediate  cooperation  of  the  parent 
churches,  they  sullenly  refuse  to  hear  of 
reconciliation.  Nor  is  this  reticence  the 
effect  of  any  feat  of  humiliation,  or  even 
retraction  of  their  former  committals. 
Take,  for  example,  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  ;  it  has  no  denominational 
standard  of  opinion  on  the  question  of 
slavery  ;  iis  southern  section  could  return 
■with  hardly  an  allusion  to  the  question 
or  to  the  rebellion  ;  this  course’  has 
actually  been  proposed  by  northern  Epis¬ 
copal  authority  ;  and  yet  bishops  in  the 
South  oppose  reunion  and  advocate  the 
persistent  independence  of  the  Southern 
Church.  There  is  not  only  no  sub8:tftD- 
tial  reason,  but  no  shadow  of  a  reason, 
why  this  influential  denomination  should 
not  immediately  reestablish  its  old  unity. 
Now  why  do  southern  bishops  ■wish  to 
perpetuate  the  division  of  a  body  that 
so  theologically,  Uturgically,  ecclesiastic- j 
ally  a  unit — so  essentially  and  absolutely 
one  in  all  respects  except  as  temporarily 
affected  by  the  now  effete  fact  of  Southern 
political  secession?  Why  is  it?  Can 
there  be  any  other  conceivable  reason  than 
that  these  rebellious  priests  still  hope  for 
“something  to  turn  up,”  something  that 
may  inaugurate  the  defeated  cause  of  the 
South  ?  We  repeat  that  if  this  is  not 
their  motive,  then  so  much  the  worse  for 
their  intelligence  and  good  sense,  their 
capacity  as  public  men  and  leaders  of  tb(e 
people,  for  they  then  show  that  they  can, 
for  the  whims  of  personal  spleen,  sacri¬ 
fice  the  public  interest,  the  unity  of 
Christ’s  kingdom,  the  religious  and  social 
prospects  of  their  people. 

The  same  remark  may  be  made  re¬ 
specting  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
South.  It  may  be  made,  indeed,  of  all 
the  leading  denominations  in  the  insur¬ 
gent  States ;  they  are  generally  adopting 
a  policy  which  any  sagacious,  far-seeing 
leader,  in  Church  and  State,  must  see  is 
,  totally  untenable,  a  policy  that  can  stand 
only  on  the  resentments  of  southern 
passion  or  prejudice,  and  must  fail  as 
smrely  as  these  passions  and  prejudices 
must  at  last  give  way  before  self-interest, 
the  influences  of  good  government,  and 
the  progress  of  public  opinion.  Do  these 
men  re^ly  believe  that  the  mere  name 
and  fame  of  slavery  can  be  a  help  to 
them  in  spite  of  the  extinction  of  slavery 
itself,  in  spite  of  the  sentiment  of  the 
whole  Christian  world,  in  spite  of  the  rev¬ 
olution  of  business  and  the  correepond^t 
revolution  of  opinion  and  feeling  which 
free  labor  is  introducing  into  their  com¬ 
munities,  in  spite  of  the  revolution  of 
even  population  which  free  emigration  is 
already  effecting  among  them  ?  Do  they 
suppose  that  the  prestige  of  the  rebeUion, 
expressed  by  their  persistent  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  disunion,  will  be  a  source  of  strength 
or  influence  to  them  in  the  foture,  that 
future  in  which  the  rebellion  is  e'vidently 
destined  to  become  more  and  more  infa¬ 
mous,  as  toryism  in  the  revolution  became 
afWx  th«  Rational  organization? 


The  01  server  has  been  up  in  Albany 
and  spent  a  Sabbath.  It  gossips  pleas¬ 
antly  of  two  or  three  of  the  prominent 
churches  of  that  ancient  town  : 

The  various  churches  in  Albany  are  in 
a  flourishing  condition.  Rev.  Dr.  Dar¬ 
ling’s  congregation  is  now  erecting  a  new 
church  edifice,  ■which  is  to  be  massive 
and  elegant  in  its  structure.  Rev.  Mr; 
Ludlow,  the  successor  of  the  late  Dr. 
Campbell,  is  succeeding  well,  sho'wing 
the  ■wisdom  of  the  people  in  calling  a 
young  man  of  promise  to  grow  up  "with 
them  and  to  become  wbat  their  former 
pastor  was.  He  has  lately  robbed  Dr. 
Sprague’s  church  of  one  of  its  fairest 
young  members,  but  I  did  not  learn 
that  any  ill-feeling  bad  grown  out  of  it. 

A  very  large  congregation  was  assem¬ 
bled  in  Dr.  Sprague’s  church  on  Sunday 
morning.  It  includes  many  men  of  stand¬ 
ing  and  refinement  in  the  State,  and  I 
noticed  among  them  one  of  the  Senators 
of  the  United  States,  Judge  Harris,  who 
is,  I  believe,  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
denominaiion.  In  the  afternoon  I 
preached  in  the  pulpit  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Rufus  W.  Gark,  of  the  North  Dutch 
church. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  venerable 
church  organizations  in  the  country.  It 
was  founded  in  1619,  and  the  Van  Rensse¬ 
laer  family,  of  honored  name  and  mem¬ 
ory,  have  been  in  it  for  two  hundred  and 
thirty  years.  In  my  house  I  have  a  large 
engraving  framed,  which  has  come  down 
for  successive  generitions,  of  the  old 
Dutch  church  in  Albany,  which  once 
stood  in  the  middle  of  State  street,  at 
the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  that  was  the 
first  building  for  this  congregation. 
Some  of  my  relatives  were  among  its 
early  members,  and  each  family  had  its 
name  and  coat-of-arms  painted  on  a  pane 
of  window  glass.  When  the  building 
was  to  be  taken  down,  the  several  fami¬ 
lies  took  away  their  panes  and  preserved 
them  as  historic  memoriala  In  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  years  this  congregation  has  re¬ 
mained  one  of  the  largest  and  most  re¬ 
spectable  in  the  city.  It  has  now  six 
hundred  and  forty  church  members.  The 
house  is  most  completely  appointed  and 
furnished.  The  pastor’s  study  is  replete 
with  conveniences  and  comforts.  It 
opens  directly  into  the  pulpit,  and  by 
another  door  and  passage,  into  a  Sab¬ 
bath-school  room,  and  over  this  is  the 
lectime-room,  and  in  one  comer  of  it 
stands  the  pulpit  of  the  old  church,  pre¬ 
served  as  a  precious  and  sacred  relic.  It 
is  an  elegant  specimen  of  old-time  carv¬ 
ing  in  oak,  done  in  Holland  in  1666, 
Nine  successive  pastors  preached  in  it, 
and  from  the  old  clasp  Dutch  Bible  which 
now  lies  upon  it ;  and  the  hour-glass  is

On  Sunday,  September  3d,  Dr.  Sprague 
preaches  the  fiftieth  anniversary  sermon 
of  the  dedication  of  his  church.  He  has 
been  in  the  ministry  forty-six  years,  and 
the  pastor  of  this  people  thirty-six 
years. 

Ihe  Intelligencer  gives  the  follo'wing 
good  counsel  under  the  caption  “  The 
Excise  on  Whiskey” : 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Internal  Revenue  does  not  favor 
nor  expect  to  see  a  reduction  of  this  tax 
The  production  of  the  country  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  a  hundred  millions  of  gallons 
yeaxly.  Tbis  at  the  present  rate  would 
yield  two  hundred  millions  of  doUare, 
being  more  than  half  the  entire  sum  ex¬ 
pected  from  all  sources  of  internal  reve¬ 
nue.  It  is  true  this  is  lessened  by  the 
amount  which  escapes  duty,  but  it  is 
a  mistake  to  suppose  that  thus  would 
be  avoided  by  loweiing  the  excise.  No 
one  would  think  of  a  less  excise  t.ba.n 
half  a  dollar  a  gallon,  yet  this  would  lead 
tp  endless  efforts  to  evade  the  duty.  It 
m  far  better  to  keep  the  present  high 
rate  on  an  article,  which  is  mainly  used 
as  a  pernicious  luxury,  and  educate  the 
people  up  to  paying  it  Illicit  distilla¬ 
tion  can  be  reduced  to  a  TninimTiTn  The 
interests  of  the  honest  portion,  always 
much  the  largest,  of  the  trade  will  induce 
them  to  cooperate  with  the  Government 
in  enforcing  the  law.  A  few  examples  of 
confiscation,  fine,  or  imprisonment,  will 
do  great  good.  Listead  of  altering  rates, 
and  so  disarranging  business,  let  Con¬ 
gress  give  its  attention  to  rendering  the 
law  more  vigorous  and  summary,  extend¬ 
ing  the  powers  of  the  officials,  and  so 
making  it  the  interest  of  producers  to  be 
honest.  In  Britain,  spirits  yield,  if  we 
remember  rightly,  one-fifth  of  the  reve¬ 
nue.  Here  they  ought  to  produce  at 
least  one-third  now,  and  more  as  the 
country  gi  o  ws.  No  tax  is  more  legitimate, 
more  reasonable,  more  easily  paid,  more 
consistent  with  all  the  rules  of  taxation 
as  slowly  evolved  by  tiie  theories  of  sci¬ 
ence  and  the  experience  of  legislation. 

The  pulpit  has  an  importwt  work  to- 
do  in  instructing  the  pubho  conscience 
upon  the  sin  and  wickedness  of  defraud¬ 
ing  the  Government  by  evading  the  ex¬ 
cises,  or  kno'wingly  encourage  those  who 
deal  in  illicit  productions.  We  do  not 
despair  of  seeing  national  morals  greatly 
improved  in  this  respect.  The  time  will 
come  when  a  man  will  be  ashamed  to  use 
an  article  which  has  on  any  pretence  es¬ 
caped  paying  the  just  due  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  Notwithstanding  the  recent  fright¬ 
ful  multiplication  of  rogues  in  commer¬ 
cial  life,  upon  the  whole  the  tone  of  feel¬ 
ing  upon  the  obligations  of  honesty  is 
gradually  rising.  There  is  a  higher  stand¬ 
ard  of  duty,  and  a  more  serious  effort  to 
conform  to  it.  Lict  this  be  encouraged 
by  the  pulpit,  the  press,  and  by  a  vigor¬ 
ously  executed  law— one  which  has  teeth 
and  knows  how  to  use  them — and  the 
whiskey  excise  alone  will  produce  all  the 
money  to  pay  the  CTurency  interest  of 
the  nation.
